The Primrose family 
ecauired distisotien in the begianing ef the 
sevecteenth century James Prim 
reese, « lawyer of nete, whe became Clerk of 
the Privy Cearcil ef Sco:land ia 1602, and 
net less throagh his ses, Archibald Prim- 
rese, whe became also Clerk of the Privy 
Ceuceil, and sutsquently Leri Clert 
Register ; aad whe revelved frem Charles L 
tre title of a Boerenet of Nova Scotia 
Thie Sir Archibald I’rimrese drafted the 
celebrated Reecissery Act, which sot aside 
as invalid the legislatien of the Scete Par- 
liament duriag the Commenwealth. The son 
ef Sir Arontosld Primrese was ennobled 
in 1700 ander the title of Bareo l’rim- 
mwe acd Dsimeay, Visceant enna 
wod later wae created Earl of Resebery 
1703. The prescnt Earl ef Rosehery is the 
fifth, having raccaeded his grandfather {a 
1868. Leea Resebery wae born in 1547, and 
fe thus ia bie ferty-eeventh yeer.

It is not always sufficient for the hunter 
te find game and te reach it.

The bir 
which displays the mest remarkable quall- 
ties in this struggie which terminates the 
chase, exhibiting indeed a real fencing 
match, is the secretary bird (Gypogeranus 
veptusvorus). He is the more inter- 
ested in striking without being him- 
self struck, since the fangs with which his 
prey, the snake, ie generally armed might 
at the first blow give bim a mortal weund. 
In South Africa he pursues every snake, 
even the mest veromeus. Warned by in- 
tinct ef the terribie enemy he bas met, the 
reptile at first seeke safety in flight ; the 
secretary follows him en fcot, and the arder 
of the chase dees not prevent him frem 
being cenatantly en guard. This is because 
the snake, finding himself nearly_ever:aken, 
suddenly turns reund, ready to iss bis 
defensive weapens. The bird steps, and 
turos in ene ef bis wings te protectthe lewer 
parte ef his body. A real duel thea begins, 
The enxke threws bimrelf en bis enemy, 
whe a? each streke parrica with the end of 
his wing ; the fangs are buried in the great 
feathers wh!ch terminate it, and there leave 
their pefson without producing any effect. 
All this time with the otter wing the seore- 
tary repeatedly strikes the reptile, whe is 
at last stanned and rells over en tne earth. 
The conquerer rapidly thrusts his beak inte 
his skull, threws his victim into the alr and 
awaliows him.— Popular Science Monthly.

The 
firet Atlantic cable was cemplet:d in 1858, 
and it wae alleged that a despatch frem 
Qaeen Victoria was the first sent ever it. 
A secend cable was Jeld and cempleted on 
August 3rd, 1866, and many were os skep- 
tical of the result as in the first instance. 
Ameng those who ceuidn’t help laughing 
at the absurdity of it was Gevernor Gilpin, 
and when it was announoed by the company 
that anybedy ceuld eend a despatch te 
Earepe at the rate cf $10 a werd, Gilpin 
theught {it was carrying the joke tee far, se 
be drepped iste the telegraph office at 
Denver and dashed off the fellewing 


message : 

Daxver, Colo., Avg. 4, 1866.—To Leule 
Napeleen Bonapsrte, Emperor, Talleries, 
Paris, France. Please let Behemia alens. 
No interference wiil be telerated by this 
Territery. Joun GILriy, Governer. 

Tne message was duly forwarded to New 
York and tranem|tted acress tte ecean and, 
ne doubt, Napeleen received it. Fortana‘ely, 
hewever, ne internatienal compl'cations re- 
salted. When the bill came in it was fer 
three hundred and some edd dellars.
